LOST IN STORMS 


Twenty-Seven Men, Passengers and 
Members of Crew of Tug Reli­ 
ance. Missing in Lake Superior 


U. S. GOBS IN ROLE OF HEROES 


Save 482 Passengers Aboard French 
Hospital Ship Which Sank in 
Sea of Marmora— 25 Lost 


(By United Press) 


Sault Ste Marie, Mich., Dee. 18— 


Twenty-seven men, 
passengers nnd 
members o f the erew o f the tug Re­ 
liance, wrecked 
la*t 
W ednesday, 
have lost their lives in the icy waters 
o f Lake Superior, 
mariners 
here 
believed today. 


The men declared it is doubtful 
if the sailors could have 
survived 
the snow storm and gale that swept I admiral 
the lake yesterday and last night. 
Nine 
members 
o f 
the 
erew 
reached here hi te yesterday after a 
desjierate struggle through a blinding 
snow storm. Four o f them have been 
removed to a local hospital sutlering 
from exhaustion. 


The three life boats which car­ 
ried the 
twenty-seven 
passengers 
and members o f the erew, after the 
tug had hit the rocks near Lizzard 
Island, on the north shore o f Lake 
Superior, W ednesday, 
were 
found 
capsized today. They 
were 
badly 
I battered and covered with ice. The» 
boats were picked up by rescue par­ 
ties aboard the Tug Gray, which set 
out for the island shortly after mid­ 
night. No clew as to the whereabouts 
o f the passengers w as found and it 
is lielieved •they were drowned.
